Music Without Rhyme. 


Some remarks as to the poet Col- 


lins, in .Scny/Mc/'V Monthly for June, 
arc very interesting. 
The writer 


speaks as follows of Collins' "Ode 
to Kveuing " : 


In this poem Collins has issued a 


rhymelcss lyric stanza common to 
the Latin, but which has seldom, if 
ever, been handled by an English 
writer. So perfect is the music of 
this ode, that one might read it many 
times before discerning that it con- 
tains no rhymes. The purity, tho 
melody, thc'sedate elegance of this 
poem it would be hard to find ex- 
celled. It is the strong and easy re- 
sult of those long years of worship 
of nature of those, repeated hours 
of feeling and meditation, by which 
thc soul is formed; the lines, with 
all their classic grace, their sweet 
imitation of antique themes and 
symbols in phrases having rin ivory 
polish and a melody which steals 
upon the ear with the softness of tho 
inist, are yet profoundly personal 
and graven'deeply with tho pen of 
experience.
